Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The applicant suggested adding that the catheter is advanced to the 
intracranial subarachnoid space. The examiner agreed that this would overcome the art of record along with a 
statement that inserting the catheter near the base of the skull and advancing to the intracranial space would not be 
possible given the anatomy of the spinal cord, etc. The examiner also noted US 4,904,237 as possibly reading on the 
intracranial space as well as Barbut '331 (previously cited) .
